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FOREWORD 


I 


N  February  28,  1787,  the  legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania granted  a  charter  for  the 
establishment  in  "the  town  of 
Pittsburgh  of  an  Academy  for  the  educa- 
tion of  youth  in  useful  arts,  sciences  and 
literature".  The  Academy  has  changed 
names  twice,  has  survived  two  fires,  and 
will  soon  be  in  its  sixth  location.  To  pic- 
ture a  little  of  the  hardy  spirit  that  was 
present  at  the  founding  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Academy,  that  has  guided  us  for  the  ensu- 
ing one  hundred  forty-one  years,  and  that 
now  is  portrayed  in  the  Cathedral  of 
Learning,  has  been  the  goal  of  the  1929 
Owl  staff. 
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THE  most  important  happenings  of  the  1927-8  school  year  took 
place  in  the  second  semester.  During  the  early  part  of  May 
the  first  steel  beam  for  the  Cathedral  of  Learning  was  swung 
into  place,  and  the  actual  building  construction  begun.  The  early 
part  of  the  year  had  been  spent  in  building  the  foundation  walls. 
Near  the  middle  of  April,  viewing  the  success  of  the  Johnstown 
Junior  College,  it  was  decided  to  open  Junior  Colleges  at  Uniontown 
and  Erie  in  the  fall  of  1928,  carrying  out  further  the  service  policy  of 
expansion  that  the  University  has  adopted  for  the  people  of  Pitts- 
burgh and  Western  Pennsylvania. 

From  an  athletic  point  of  view,  Pitt  teams  had  the  most  re- 
markable records  in  the  country  during  the  past  year.  Seemingly  it 
was  not  enough  to  develop  a  football  team  that  unquestionably 
won  the  Eastern  championship,  and  was  second  to  none  in  the  bid 
for  national  honors;  a  few  weeks  later  the  basketball  team  started 
off  to  a  similiar  recognition,  in  the  hardwood  sport,  by  trouncing 
five  "big  ten"?  teams,  gaining  a  momentum  that  carried  them 
through  the  remainder  of  a  difficult  twenty-one  game  schedule.  The 
swimming  team  also  went  through  their  regular  season  undefeated. 
It  is  too  early  to  tell  of  the  spring  sports,  but  the  calibre  of  material 
on  the  track  and  tennis  teams  augurs  for  their  equal  success. 
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YEAR 

IT  IS  in  pictures,  and  not  in  words  that  the  true  story  of  the 
University  is  satisfactorily  recorded.  Starting  at  the  top  of  page 
eighteen,  wending  our  way  downward  and  over  to  the  following 
page  and  up  through  the  reversal  of  the  "L",  we  find  a  few  views 
that  while  not  the  most  perfect  portraiture  work  that  might  be 
desired,  are  still  representative  of  the  student  life.  The  first  is  of  the 
Christmas  Tree  in  Memorial  Hall,  taken  the  night  of  the  Yuletide 
Festival.  Below  it  comes  the  Forbes  Street  Police  Station,  not  sc 
familiarly  known  by  all  students,  but  well  remembered  by  a  few. 
Interior  views  of  the  Weekly  and  Panther  offices  are  next.  The 
gigantic  "P"  formed  during  the  halves  of  football  games  takes  the 
corner  position.  The  Schenley  Theatre  vies  with  gas  meters  and 
over  due  books  for  the  quarters  of  those  in  search  of  easy  enjoyment. 
The  bookstore  force,  the  bane  of  the  first  two  weeks  of  each  semester, 
is  next,  followed  by  Yohe's  Drug  Store  where  instructors  rub  elbows 
with  students  in  the  pursuit  of  milkshakes. 

The  second  page  starts  off  with  Kenny's,  better  known  to  the 
male  population  of  the  University.  The  "For  Rent"  sign  was  not 
hung  out  after  the  world  series  last  fall,  but  only  advertises  the  hot- 
dog  concession.  The  next  picture  shows  that  even  the  Panther  is 
not  infallible  in  the  matter  of  interior  decorations.  The  fire  depart- 
ment pays  one  of  the  Mellon  Institute  shacks  a  social  visit  in  the 
following  picture.  After  it  comes  a  scene  in  the  Tech  Parade  that 
preceded  the  Carnegie  Tech  football  game.  The  last  picture  reveals 
where  the  destinies  of  our  coming  officers  are  shaped. 
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The  Cathedral  of  Learning 


On  September  25,   1926,  the  fourteen-acre  quadrangle  bounded  by  Fifth 

Avenue,    Biftelow   Boulevard,    Forbes   Street,   and    Bellefield   Avenue   was 

mostly  a  vacant  lot,  with  a  cluster  of  buildings  in  one  corner  and  the 

Athletic  Club  tennis  courts  in  another. 

THE  Cathedral  of  Learning  is  not  a  revolution  but  a  conclusion.  Its  cornerstone  was  laid  one 
hundred  forty-one  years  ago  when  the  hardy  settlers  of  the  town  called  Pittsburgh  decided  it 
proper  to  raise  a  log  cabin  to  house  the  first  institution  of  higher  education  west  of  the  Alle- 
ghenies.  The  Pittsburgh  Academy  was  a  pioneer  in  its  day.  The  University  of  Pittsburgh  is  pioneering 
today  with  its  Cathedral  of  Learning.  The  log  cabin,  the  limestone  skyscraper,  are  both  products  of 
the  same  genius,  the  same  imagination,  the  same  response  to  the  needs  of  a  thriving  community  of 
people. 

The  symbollism  of  the  Cathedral  of  Learning  lies  in  its  suggestiveness.  It  means  not  height,  but 
rather  suggested  heights.  It  is  a  sermon  in  stone,  suggesting  by  the  magic  of  its  upward  pushing 
buttresses,  vision,  a  cultural  height  always  a  little  beyond  reach,  an  attitude  for  research,  and  a 
stimulus  for  creative  thinking. 


Two  days  later,  September  27,  1926,  excavation  was 

started  for  the  Cathedral  of  Learning  by  the  R.  M. 

Netherland  Company. 


A  month  later,  October  25,  the  excavation  was  well 

under  way,  and  the  first  steel  pilings  had  been  placed 

on  the  Fifth  Avenue  side. 
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By  June  23,  1927,  the  majority  of  the  66  caissons  had 

been  sunlc  to  bed  rock,  sixty  feet  below  the  foundation 

level. 


From  the  outset  the  idea  of  the  Cathedral  of 
Learning  caught  and  held  the  imagination  of  the 
world.  The  magic  words,  "a  fifty-two  story 
Cathedral  of  Learning",  opened  the  pocketbooks  of 
Western  Pennsylvania  during  the  financial  drive  in 
1924,  and  even  today,  with  the  height  of  the  building 
slightly  diminished,  its  grandeur  has  not  gone. 
Charles  Z.  Klauder,  of  Philadelphia,  architect  of  the 
building,  was  made  a  member  of  the  Central  Associa- 
tion of  Austrian  Architects  for  his  designs  in  1926, 
and  last  year  received  the  grand  prize  for  the  United 
States  at  the  Pan-American  Congress  of  Architects, 
for  the  same  designs.  The  new  volume  of  the  Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica  illustrates  and  comments  on  the 
building.  Charles  and  Mary  Beard's  new  two  volume 
History  of  American  Civilisation  characterizes  the  build- 
ing as  the  climactic  expression  of  American  architectural  awakening. 

From  a  physical  standpoint,  the  building  will  not  only  be  the  most  symbollical  and  beautiful, 
but  yet  the  most  practical  school  building  in  the  world — a  true  monument  to  Pittsburgh.  Con- 
taining the  same  floor  space  as  several  separate  buildings,  it  will  fulfill  their  individual  purposes  under 
one  roof,  with  a  resultant  saving  in  both  original  expense  and  upkeep. 

The  completed  Cathedral  of  Learning  will  house  all  the  undergraduate  schools  of  the  University, 
and  all  the  graduate  ones,  except  the  Medical  and  Dental  Schools,  which  are  to  be  developed  on  the 
present  hillside  campus.    It  is  expected  that  classes  will  be  held  in  it  within  two  years. 

The  progress  of  work  on  the  Cathedral  of  Learning  has  been  slow,  but  needfully,  even  fortunately, 
so.  The  structure,  being  built  for  hundreds  of  years  to  come,  was  not  hurried,  and  a  careful  perfection 
of  plans  has  been  the  result.  Especial  attention  has  been  given  the  Commons  Room,  and  to  the  supple- 
mentary buildings  that  are  to  be  constructed  on  the  remainder  of  the  fourteen-acre  Frick  plot.  The 
Commons  Room  has  been  architecturally  planned  as  the  most  beautiful  room  in  America.  Its  Gothic 
arches  will  be  in  proportion  to  those  of  the  Notre  Dame,  at  Chartreuse  The  Darlington  Memorial 
Library  will  dominate  the  low,  Gothic  structures,  planned  for  the  remainder  of  the  lot. 


Concrete  had  been  poured  for  a  considerable  part  of 
the  foundation  walls  by  November  29,  and  the  wooden 
forms  were  nearly  ready  for  the  pouring  of  the  rest  of  it. 


During  the  later  part  of  April,   1928,   four  gigantic 

derricks  were  erected,  harbingers  of  the  start  of  steel 

work  and  the  early  completion  of  the  building.

The  George  Wharton  Pepper  Prize 


AT  HOME 


THE  GEORGE  WHARTON  PEPPER  PRIZE,  a  prize  of  $100  donated  by  United  States  Senator 
George  Wharton  Pepper,  is  given  annually  to  the  student  who,  in  the  judgment  of  his  fellow 
students,  most  nearly  conforms  to  the  type  of  student  that  the  University  should  aim  to  produce. 
It  represents  the  highest  honor  in  the  power  of  the  student  body  to  give  to  one  of  its  members.  The 
prize  recipient  is  chosen  by  a  committee  composed  of  one  representative  from  each  class  in  each  school 
of  the  University,  and  in  naming  the  winner,  the  committee  is  bound  only  by  the  qualification  that 
he,  or  she,  who  is  named  must  represent  most  nearly  the  type  of  student  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
committee,  the  University  should  aim  to  produce. 

The  PEPPER  PRIZE  for  1928  was  given  to  Verne  E.  Arens,  a  senior  in  the  School  of  Business 
Administration.  It  was  given  to  Mr.  Arens  because  of  his  scholastic  record,  his  leadership  in  student 
activities,  and  his  personality.  He  was  president  of  Kappa  Sigma,  social  fraternity;  secretary  of 
Alpha  Kappa  Psi,  honorary  business  fraternity;  vice-president  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  honorary 
activities  fraternity;  a  member  of  Beta  Gamma  Sigma,  honorary  business  fraternity,  and  Pi  Tau  Phi, 
honorary  scholastic  fraternity;  business  manager  of  the  1928  OWL  and  of  the  Pitt  Weekly;  chairman 
of  the  1927  PEPPER  PRIZE  committee;  and  a  member  of  the  varsity  track  team  and  an  honorary 
usher.

PERHAPS  the  basis  for  activities  is  covered  by  the  word  "escape  ".  As  a  recreation  from  studies 
they  are  invaluable.  But  in  addition  to  this  recess  value,  student  activities  definitely  fulfill 
another,  and  less  tangible  want — the  urge  for  service.  Seemingly  it  is  not  enough  for  a  student  to 
attend  classes,  and  occasionally,  libraries.  He  wants  to  be  even  mOre  intimately  associated  with  his 
school,  and  he  feels  an  obligation  to  enter  student  activities  and  do  something  worthwhile  for  his 
school. 

From  the  standpoint  of  physical  equipment,  activities  at  Pitt  are  centered  around  three  wooden 
shacks.  BLEAK  HOUSE,  or  House  Number  1,  Prick  Acres,  as  it  is  officially  known,  houses  the  office 
of  the  Graduate  Manager  of  Student  Activities,  all  the  student  publication  offices,  and  is  the  mail 
headquarters  for  all  the  other  non-athletic  activities.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Hut,  on  DeSota  street,  is  the 
social  center  for  all  men  students.  Various  student  meetings  are  held  in  it,  and  its  large  commons 
room  is  used  for  Cap  and  Gown  rehearsals.  The  HEINZ  HOUSE  is,  if  it  may  be  said  of  a  building,  the 
most  versatile  of  the  three.  It  is  a  stage  during  Pitt  Players  rehearsals,  a  church  during  Student  Chapel,  a 
dance  hall  during  afternoon  tea  dances,  and  an  auditorium  during  Liberal  Club  meetings.  It  is  the 
generally  accepted  meeting  house  for  an  uncountable  and  homeless  and  nondescript  group  of  activities. 
Any  afternoon's  log  may  record  meetings  of  the  Philosophy  Club,  the  Women's  Council  on  Efficient 
Living,  the  Arcus  Club,  and  Eumatheia.

PANTHER,  a  name,  probably  of  Greek  origin  (see  Pi  Beta  inscription  on  keys)  introduced  into 
collegiate  literature  by  primitive  writhers,  we  mean  writers,  of  Oakland  and  Squirrel  Hill.  It 
is  generally  called  cougar  by  the  French,  leon  by  the  Spanish  Americans,  dumb  by  Engineers, 
Dents,  and  members  of  the  'Pitt  Weekly,  and  down  by  the  Director  of  Student  Activities.

Pitt  Band 


THE  PITT  BAND  is  the  first  student  activity  on  the  campus  and  the  last  to  leave  it.  From 
Freshman  Week,  preceding  the  official  opening  of  school,  to  activities  in  connection  with 
Commencement  in  June,  the  BAND  is  almost  continually  in  service.  It  plays  at  all  football 
games,  pep  meetings,  student  assemblies,  and  at  nearly  all  the  official  functions  of  the  University. 
In  addition  to  its  regular  campus  concerts  last  vear,  the  BAND  took  part  in  the  Armistice  Day  Parade 
at  Charleroi,  Pennsylvania. 

According  to  the  new  method  of  administration,  adopted  in  the  fall  of  1927,  control  of  the  band 
is  in  the  hands  of  a  student  manager,  an  assistant  manager,  and  apprentice  managers,  all  appointed 
by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  graduate  manager  of  student  activities,  the  faculty  adviser,  and  the 
retiring  manager. 

From  the  point  of  dress,  the  BAND  is  the  most  colorful  student  organization  on  the  campus. 
From  their  tall  blue  hats  with  stiff  gold  plumes,  modeled  on  the  lines  of  the  West  Point  full  dress  hats, 
to  their  white  spats,  that  set  off  the  blue  of  their  trousers,  the  BAND  is  one  of  the  most  attractively 
dressed  college  bands  in  the  country.  An  additional  bit  of  color  is  given  by  the  gold  capes  that  are 
folded  back  in  marching. 

During  the  past  year  the  BAND  expanded  its  membership  to  include  seventy  pieces.  It  has 
budget  provisions  for  a  yearly  increase  of  ten  members,  and  hopes  to  soon  reach  a  quota  of  one-hundred 
pieces.    In  the  line  of  new  equipment,  the  BAND  added  a  sousaphone,  the  past  year.

Women's  Glee  Club 


SINCE  its  reorganization  in  1922,  the  WOMEN'S  GLEE  CLUB  has  steadily  gained  in  importance 
until  it  now  is  among  the  most  prominent  activities  of  the  University.  In  1926-7,  under  the 
skillful  direction  of  Mrs.  Greene  and  with  the  invaluable  aid  of  Marie  Ewing  and  Mary  Drum, 
accompanists,  the  GLEE  CLUB  gave  a  series  of  concerts,  including  a  radio  concert  over  KDKA, 
which  were  highly  successful.  The  season  closed  with  the  Annual  Home  Concert  at  Carnegie  Music 
Hall,  and  a  formal  dance  at  the  University  Club.

THE  executive  authority  of  the  student  body  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  is  vested  in  the 
STUDENT  COUNCIL.  The  COUNCIL  is  open  to  all  students,  and  consists  of  twelve  men  and 
four  women  students,  and  four  faculty  members.  The  student  members  are  juniors  and  seniors 
elected  in  the  spring  of  the  year  by  a  system  of  proportional  representation.  Officers  of  the  COUNCIL 
are  elected  internally  immediately  after  the  general  election. 

All  non-athletic  student  activities  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  STUDENT  COUNCIL. 
For  example,  the  social  affairs  of  the  students  are  regulated  by  the  Student  Relations  Committee  of  the 
COUNCIL,  the  mose  important  of  the  committees  through  which  the  COUNCIL  works.  The  Voca- 
tional Guidance  Council  works  as  a  subsidiary  to  that  committee.  The  STUDENT  COUNCIL  also 
has  charge  of  the  organization  of  new  student  activities,  and  decisions  as  to  activity  finances  are 
subject  to  its  approval. 

During  the  past  semester  the  STUDENT  COUNCIL  sponsored  three  successful  social  events. 
Besides  the  two  Frosh  Night  parties  the  COUNCIL  took  charge  of  the  Christmas  celebration.  In 
addition,  the  COUNCIL  was  responsible  for  the  home-coming  welcome  that  was  given  the  football 
squad  on  their  return  from  the  Tournament  of  the  Roses  game,  in  California.

Women's  SelF'Government  Association 


WOMEN  were  admitted  to  the  University  in  1895,  but  it  was  not  until  1912  that  there  were 
enough  of  them  on  the  campus  to  warrant  the  establishment  of  activities  or  of  a  governing 
body  for  them  above.  At  this  time,  however,  a  meeting  of  all  Pitt  women  was  held,  and  a 
Girls'  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  a  representative  from  each  class  in  the  School  of  Education 
and  the  College,  was  formed.  Though  in  power  for  only  one  year  it  was  so  successful  that  Dr.  Elizabeth 
Martin,  medical  advisor  to  women,  became  interested  in  the  development  of  a  new  organization,  the 
Women's  Activities  Association,  through  which  dramatic  and  glee  clubs  were  organized  and  several 
co-ed  social  events  sponsored. 

In  the  fall  of  1919  Miss  Amos  came  to  Pitt  as  Dean  of  Women.  Following  her  advice,  a  Pitt  girl 
was  sent  as  representative  to  the  Inter-Collegiate  Student  Government  conference  at  Wilson  College, 
in  November  of  that  year.  In  March,  1920,  the  women  at  Pitt  were  given  permission  to  form  a  govern- 
ing body  and  the  W.  S.  G.  A.  was  organized.  A  constitution  was  adopted  in  1921,  and  since  that 
time  the  W.  S.  G.  A's  program  of  service  has  grown  rapidly.

THE  INTERFRATERNITY  COUNCIL  is  composed  of  junior  and  senior  representatives  of  the 
twenty  leading  social  fraternities  on  the  campus,  and  is  designed  to  foster  relationships  between 
the  fraternities  themselves  and  between  the  fraternities  and  the  administration  of  the  University. 

In  furthering  relationships  between  the  campus  social  fraternities  the  COUNCIL  sponsors  every 
year  many  social  and  athletic  events.

During  the  past  year  the  COUNCIL,  co-operating  with  the  Fraternity  Committee  of  the  Univer- 
sity, adopted  a  new  rushing  system  that  will  go  into  effect  next  fall.  The  essential  features  of  the  plan 
include  second  semester  pledging  of  freshmen,  a  limitation  on  the  number  of  rushing  events,  and  a 
preferential  system  of  bidding  to  be  executed  through  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Men.

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HE  MEN'S  DEBATING  ASSOCIATION  fosters  forensic  activities  on  thie  campus,  and  fur- 
nishes students  an  opportunity  for  instruction  and  practice  in  public  speaking.  During  the  1927-8 
season,  fifteen  different  men  were  used  in  twenty-seven  intercollegiate  and  extension  debates. 


The  return  of  Professor  W.  M.  Parrish,  head  of  the  Public  Speaking  Department,  as  coach  of  the 
debating  teams,  following  his  year's  leave  of  absence  spent  at  Cornell  University,  materially  aided 
debating  activities  during  the  past  season.  Under  his  direction  the  DEBATING  ASSOCIATION 
organized  into  a  semi-forum  that  met  weekly,  an  active  policy  of  extension  debating  was  carried  out, 
and  an  unusual  group  of  inter-collegiate  debates  were  arranged  for.  During  the  early  season,  home 
debates  were  had  with  Washington  and  Jefferson  College,  Oberlin  College  and  Davidson  College, 
and  Penn  State  and  Western  Reserve,  of  Cleveland,  were  met  abroad. 

The  climax  of  the  debating  season  was  arranged  for  the  first  week  of  April,  at  which  time  two 
teams,  one  traveling  east  and  the  other  west,  were  scheduled  to  meet  a  representative  group  of  the 
leading  schools  of  the  country.  The  western  team,  composed  of  Buerger,  Susman  and  Hamilton, 
debated  Washington  University,  at  St.  Louis,  University  of  Missouri,  Kansas  State,  Creighton  Univer- 
sity, University  of  Nebraska,  State  University  of  Iowa,  and  the  University  of  Minnesota.  The  eastern 
team  met  Holy  Cross  University,  City  College  of  New  York  and  New  York  University,  Boston  College 
and  Boston  University,  and  Temple  University.  It  was  made  up  of  Phillips,  Leven  and  Young. 
Home  debates  with  Western  Reserve  University  and  Northwestern  University  are  planned  to  finish 
the  season.

THE  WOMEN'S  DEBATING  ASSOCIATION  was  founded  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  in 
October,  1921.  At  the  present  time  its  activities  are  under  the  supervision  of  Theresa  Kahn,  of 
the  English  department.  Membership  in  the  ASSOCIATION  is  open  to  all  girls  interested  in 
forensic  activities,  since  the  organization  aims  to  give  as  many  persons  as  possible  opportunities  for 
public  speaking.  Representatives  from  the  ASSOCIATION  who  take  part  in  the  inter-collegiate 
debates  are  chosen  in  try  outs  before  each  debate. 

During  the  1927-8  season  the  ASSOCIATION  planned  on  continuing  with  the  policy  inaugurated 
last  year,  that  of  supplementing  inter-collegiate  and  intra-club  debating  with  extension  debating 
before  high  schools  and  women's  organizations.  In  following  out  this  policy,  the  women  debaters 
appeared  before  many  high  schools  in  the  Pittsburgh  district,  and  also  at  the  Congress  of  Womens 
Clubs.  The  inter-  collegiate  season  opened  with  a  debate  with  West  Virginia  University  on  the 
subject  of  whether  or  not  the  United  States  Government  should  protect  by  armed  force  the  private 
investments  of  its  citizens  in  foreign  countries.  Debates  were  also  held  with  the  University  of 
Cincinnati  and  with  Oberlin  College  on  the  same  subject.  Additional  debates  were  held  with  Penn 
State  College  and  Cornell  University  on  the  question  of  the  success  of  Woman  Suffrage. 

Starting  in  the  early  fall,  the  WOMEN'S  DEBATE  ASSOCIATION  held  bi-weekly  supper 
meetings  at  which  topics  of  current  interest  were  discussed,  such  as  companionate  marriage,  institu- 
tional religion  and  capital  punishment.  The  supper  meetings  served  to  give  the  girls  practice  in  public 
speaking  as  preparation  for  taking  part  in  inter-collegiate  and  extension  debates.

Teacher's  Training  School  and  of  the  Y.  M  and  Y.  W.  H.  A.  Many  social  gatherings  supplemented  the 
actual  work  of  play  staging  during  the  year;  and  as  a  further  innovation,  an  orchestra  was  formed  under 
the  direction  of  Martin  J.  Crow,  '29.  The  PLAYERS  are  planning  on  closing  the  year  with  the  pro- 
duction of  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream"  during  Senior  Week.

FTER  a  curtailed  period  of  two  weeks 
hard  preliminary  polishing  in  the  hills 
of  Central  Pennsylvania  at  Windber, 
the  golden  creation  of  Panther  football  trot- 
ted out  on  the  stadium  field  in  late  September 
to  record  the  first  of  eight  outstanding 
home  triumphs,  and  to  evidence  to  the  world 
of  gridiron  enthusiasts  that  Coach  Sutherland  had,  in  his  fourth  year  at  the  Blue  and  Gold 
institution,  molded  an  unbeatable  eleven.  From  the  initial  kickofF  of  the  Thiel  opener  until  the  final 
tackle  in  the  Thanksgiving  clash  with  Penn  State,  the  country  over  was  hearing  the  Pitt  Panthers 
boomed  as  eastern  and  national  champions. 

The  undefeated  Panthers  exhibited  marked  drive  and  scoring  ability  in  every  game.  They 
lumbered  through  the  towering  Nebraska  forward  wall,  and  raced  between  the  fighty  State  linemen 
to  total  269  points  for  the  season.  Sure  and  accurate  tackling,  taught  them  by  Coach  Jock,  made  the 
Panthers  the  best  defensive  team  in  the  country.  A  scant  20  points  or  only  two  touchdowns  were 
scored  against  them  in  the  regular  season. 

A  clean  record  of  eight  victories  and  a  scoreless  tie  with  Wash-Jeff  signalizes  the  Golden  eleven 
as  one  of  the  greatest  ever  to  represent  Pitt  in  football. 


CAPT.  WELCH  TACKLED  BY  ARTS,  DRAKE  HALF 
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Tolly  Trophy 

THE  most  signal  honor  ever  bestowed  upon  a 
Panther  athletic  team  fell  the  lot  of  the 
Golden  Panther  football  team  February  4, 
1928,  at  Philadelphia,  when  they  were  presented 
the  Jolly  Football  Trophy.  This  trophy,  which  is 
symbolical  of  the  highest  football  recognition  in 
the  East,  was  accepted  for  Pitt  by  a  Panther  con- 
tingent including  Chancellor  John  G.  Bowman, 
Head  Coach  "Jock"  Sutherland,  Captain  Gilbert 
Welch,  and  Captain-Elect  Alec.  Fox. 

The  Jolly  Trophy  is  presented  yearly  by  the 
Veteran  Athletics  Organization,  of  Philadelphia, 
to  the  team  which  has  made  the  best  record  on  the 
gridiron  in  the  East.  This  is  the  first  time  that  a 
Pitt  team  has  been  honored  with  the  award. 


Amid  the  colorful  setting  of  the  Tournament  of 
Roses  festival  at  Pasadena  the  Panthers  dropped 
a  hard  fought  game  to  Pop  Warner's  Stanford 
Cardinals  by  the  almost  negligible  margin  of  one 
point.  The  long  train  ride  across  the  continent  and 
the  dizzy  heat  of  California,  coupled  with  a  won- 
derful Stanford  eleven  to  give  the  champions  of  the  East  their  only  reversal  of  the  season.  The  honor 
alone  of  being  the  pick  of  Eastern  teams  to  represent  this  section  of  the  football  firmament  in  the  Rose 
battle  was  fitting  tribute  to  the  Coach  Sutherland  and  his  golden  warriors.

THE  spectacular  record  of  the  1927  Panther  court  team  is  outstanding.  A  brilliant  array  of  floor 
stars  led  by  Captain  Reed,  and  including  Hyatt,  Wrobleski,  Wunderlich,  Zehfuss,  Cohen, 
Fisher,  and  Sandberg,  battled  through  a  most  difficult  schedule  of  twenty-one  games  to  go 
undefeated  and  to  set  up  the  best  record  ever  compiled  by  a  Pitt  basketball  team.  They  were  univer- 
sally recognized  as  national  champions,  having  hung  up  the  best  collegiate  record  in  the  country. 

After  beating  Michigan,  Chicago,  Northwestern,  and  Iowa,  the  best  teams  in  the  West,  the  Blue 
and  Gold  cagers  returned  to  the  stadium  court  and  walloped  Dartmouth,  Eastern  collegiate  champions 
of  the  previous  year.  The  only  hard  game  of  the  Western  trip  developed  at  Iowa  where  the  Goldens 
were  forced  into  an  extra  period. 

A  determined  band  of  Irishers  invaded  the  Panther  lair  for  the  intent  purpose  of  putting  a  stop 
to  the  unbroken  string  of  Golden  victories.  Notre  Dame  gave  the  best  exhibition  ever  seen  on  the 
stadium  floor  and  led  the  Pitt  team  up  until  the  dying  seconds  of  the  game.  With  the  score  standing 
22  all  Charley  Hyatt  took  a  short  pass  from  Paul  Zehfuss  and  laid  it  through  the  hoop  from  his  position 
under  the  basket.  It  was  the  first  time  the  Panthers  were  in  the  lead  and  as  the  ball  dropped  through 
the  net  to  the  floor  the  final  gun  sounded  to  give  the  Carlsonites  their  most  important  triumph  of  the 
season. 

The  eight  man  squad  that  carried  the  colors  of  Pitt  to  the  loftiest  heights  on  the  hardwoods  was 
the  most  skilled  group  that  ever  played  under  Coach  Carlson.  Charley  Hyatt  proved  the  surest  shot 
that  has  ever  stepped  out  on  the  stadium  floor.  Paul  Zehfuss  is  the  best  defensive  forward  to  play  for 
the  Panthers  in  years.  Jerry  Wunderlich's  work  at  center  was  invaluable  to  the  smooth  working  plays 
of  the  team.  Captain  Sykes  Reed  always  outscored  his  man  and  was  a  strong  defensive  guard  of 
lightning  speed.  His  mate  Stanley  Wrobleski  was  another  accurate  shot  who  had  the  knack  of  holding 
down  the  best  forwards.  Fisher,  Cohen,  and  Sandberg  did  excellent  relief  work  whenever  Coach 
Carlson  sent  them  into  the  fray.

PANTHER  cindermen  enjoyed  one  of  the  most  successful  track  seasons  in  the  history  of  the 
university.    They  placed  in  the  Penn,  Ohio,  and  Drake  relays,  while  places  were  also  won  in 
the  Intercollegiate  4-A  meet  and  the  National  Collegiate  meet.    In  the  dual  meets  they  went 
undefeated  and  also  won  the  first  annual  Big  Four  Conference  meet  at  Morgantown. 

At  the  Ohio  relays  Pickard  won  the  pole  vault  at  13  feet,  Gwinn  copped  the  hammer  throw  at 
162  feet,  1-2  inch,  Welch  was  second  in  the  discus  throw,  Wibecan  ran  third  in  the  100  yard  dash,  and 
Bowen  was  fifth  in  the  same  event. 

Pickard  again  won  the  pole  vault  at  the  Penn  relays,  clearing  12  feet,  10  1-2  inches.  Captain 
Linn  won  third  place  in  the  hammer  throw. 

Out  at  Des  Moines  Gwinn  won  the  hammer  throw  at  155  feet,  6  inches  and  Welch  placed  second 
in  the  discus  throw  at  the  Drake  relays. 

The  annual  meet  with  Carnegie  Tech  held  on  the  Skibo  field  resulted  in  a  Pitt  victory,  103  to  32. 
Welch  was  the  individual  star  with  firsts  in  the  javelin,  shot  put,  broad  jump,  and  discus  throw. 
Other  Panthers  who  annexed  first  places  were  Wibecan,  Bowen,  Roy,  Adams,  Marquis,  Pickard, 
Gwinn  and  Williams. 

On  a  muddy,  rain-soaked  track  Pitt  defeated  West  Virginia  87-48.  Gwinn,  Pickard,  Peters, 
Wibecan,  Marquis  and  Bowen  won  their  favorite  events.  Gibby  Welch  again  collected  four  first  places 
for  individual  honors.  Roy  and  Adams  came  through  with  second  positions  in  the  half  mile  and  mile 
respectively. 

The  first  Big  Four  meet  at  Morgantown  proved  an  easy  win  for  the  Panthers  who  scored  103 
points  to  83  1^2  for  West  Virginia,  24  for  Carnegie  Tech,  and  14  1-2  for  Wash-JefF.  Wibecan,  Roy, 
Adams,  Marquis,  Pickard,  Linn  and  Welch  established  ten  Big  Four  records.  Bowen  was  second  in  the 
quarter  mile,  while  Jimmy  Wick  got  third.    Peters  was  third  in  the  high  jump. 

Captain  Linn,  Gibby  Welch,  Victor  Pickard,  Pete  Bowen,  Robert  Roy,  Don  Gwinn,  and  Ken 
Wibecan  were  sent  to  Philadelphia  for  the  Penn  relays.  Linn  placed  second  in  the  hammer  throw  and 
Welch  was  third  in  the  discus. 

The  first  annual  Interdepartment  meet  was  held  May  7,  in  the  stadium.  College,  captained  by 
Rob  Roy,  won  the  meet  with  66  1-2  points;  business  Administration,  led  by  Victor  Pickard,  was 
second  with  60  points;  and  Dental  school,  managed  by  Hank  Schmidt,  was  third  with  49  points.

ROSS-COUNTRY  experienced  a  very  mediocre  season  at  Pitt  in  1927-  The  varsity  team  fared 
little  better  than  the  team  of  last  year  which  failed  to  win  a  meet.  Coach  Shea's  men  managed 
one  win  in  four  starts. 


The  initial  meet  of  the  season  found  the  Blue  and  Gold  harriers  matching  strides  with  a  strong 
Carnegie  Tech  team  on  the  Schenley  Park  course.  After  a  thrilling  battle  for  first  place,  Captain 
Adams  of  Pitt  was  the  first  runner  to  cross  the  finish  line.  Three  Tartans  followed  Adams  across  the 
line  but  sufficient  Blue  and  Gold  harriers  strided  in  under  tenth  position  to  give  the  Panthers  a  one 
point  margin  of  victory.    The  final  score  was  27  to  28. 

The  following  Saturday  a  fast  pack  of  harriers  from  Allegheny  college  invaded  the  Schenley 
course.  By  barely  getting  a  runner  under  the  wire  in  sixth  position  the  Meadvillites  carried  off  a  one 
point  position.  Panther  runners  put  up  a  good  race  but  were  forced  to  accept  defeat  at  the  same  score 
by  which  they  had  nosed  out  Carnegie  Tech,  28  to  27. 

Syracuse  invaded  the  home  course  with  a  speedy  combination.  Centering  their  race  about 
Christopher,  Rupert,  and  Faigle,  three  Orangemen  of  much  running  experience,  the  New  Yorkers 
trotted  to  a  19  to  36  triumph. 

In  the  closing  meet  the  Panthers  travelled  to  Penn  State.  The  Lions,  holders  of  the  intercollegiate 
title,  laced  the  Blue  and  Gold  runners  by  the  perfect  score  of  15  to  40.  The  hilly  Lion  course  placed  the 
invaders  at  a  decided  disadvantage.  Cox  of  State  won  the  race  in  the  good  time  of  26:06.  Adams, 
first  Pitt  runner  to  finish,  followed  five  Staters  across  the  line  in  27:25.

PANTHER  narators  brought  the  Eastern  swimming  championship  to  Pittsburgh  in  1928,  for  the 
first  time  in  many  years.  Coach  Corr's  crack  aggregation  splashed  through  a  six  meet  schedule 
undefeated  and  unrivalled  to  hang  up  the  third  sports  championship  for  a  Pitt  team  this  year. 
Captain  Wright,  who  captained  the  team  for  the  second  consecutive  year  and  finished  his  swim- 
ming career  for  the  Blue  and  Gold,  was  the  outstanding  swimmer  on  the  team.  He  took  first  place 
in  every  event  in  which  he  was  entered.  During  the  season  "Bus"  captured  eighteen  first  places  for  a 
total  of  seventy-five  points,  breaking  no  less  than  six  records  and  tying  another.  Al  Mango  was  also  a 
consistent  scorer  and  was  undefeated  in  his  backstroke  specialty. 

Bowen,  breast  stroke  artist,  Lithgow,  free  styler,  along  with  Prey,  Mackinaw,  Jackson,  Harper, 
Underwood,  and  Robb  rounded  out  the  championship  aquatic  aggregation. 

FRESHMAN  swimming  also  enjoyed  an  unusually  successful  season.  The  frosh  not  only  won  all 
of  their  eight  meets  but  also  scored  triple  the  number  of  points  their  opponents  were  able  to 
garner.

Varsity  Tennis 


THE  breaking  of  ground  for  the  Cathedral  of  Learning  smashed  Pitt's  hopes  for  another  unde- 
feated tennis  season.  Although  the  mainstays  of  the  1926  championship  team  were  back  in 
school,  the  breaking  of  ground  for  the  Cathedral  caused  the  tearing  up  of  the  twelve  tennis 
courts  on  Frick  Acres,  that  had  been  the  home  of  Pitt  tennis  teams  for  a  number  of  years.  The  only 
alternative  was  to  play  all  or  most  all  of  the  matches  abroad.  Continual  early  season  rains  complicated 
the  situation  even  more,  and  when  the  Panther  netmen  journeyed  to  Ohio  State  for  the  opening  meet 
of  the  season  there  was  hardly  a  man  on  the  squad  who  had  up  to  that  time  practiced  out  of  doors. 
The  string  of  thirteen  consecutive  victories  of  the  previous  year  was  broken  when  the  Scarlet  and 
Grey  were  victorious  in  this  opening  meet  by  a  score  of  5  to  2. 

In  the  second  meet  of  the  season  the  strong  Dickinson  team  came  from  behind  to  hold  Pitt  to  a 
tie.  With  successive  victories  over  Washington  and  Jefferson,  Westminster,  and  Carnegie  Tech,  the 
Panthers  won  the  Tri  State  championship.  In  the  following  eastern  trip,  however,  the  netmen  met 
defeat  in  three  of  four  meets,  bowing  to  the  Navy,  Pennsylvania  and  Yale,  and  winning  from 
Lafayette. 

Late  season  rain  resulted  in  the  cancelling  of  meets  with  Westminster,  Carnegie  Tech,  and  Penn 
State.  A  decisive  6-0  victory  over  Washington  and  Jefferson  brought  the  season  to  a  close.  Members 
of  the  squad  during  the  1927  season  were  Byron  Baur,  Captain,  Dave  O'Laughlin,  John  O'Laughlin, 
Henry  Bourns,  John  Lauler,  Pete  Westerfelt,  and  Robert  Gordon.

Rifle  Team 


HANDICAPPED  by  meager  material,  the  varsity  riflers  came  through  a  fair  season  with  only 
three  veteran  men  in  their  ranks.     Although  a  complete  veteran  squad  from  last  year  was 
eligible,  Coach  Harter  was  disappointed  when  many  men  failed  to  come  back  and  he  was  forced 
to  develop  a  new  team. 

Undaunted  by  early  losses,  the  marksmen  waded  through  a  difficult  schedule  and  were  rewarded 
with  high  scores  and  well  earned  victories  in  later  meets.  Out  of  the  twenty-one  scheduled  telegraphic 
shoots  the  Panthers  copped  thirteen,  three  by  forfeit,  and  lost  eight.  Victories  were  turned  in  over 
such  strong  teams  as  Ohio  State,  and  Virginia  Military  Institute.  The  most  treasured  wins  of  the 
season  were  those  over  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  and  Carnegie  Tech.  On  the  whole  the 
Panthers  gunners  outscored  their  opponents  by  two  hundred  and  twenty  points,  and  averaged  .611 
percent. 

Scores  were  lower  this  year  than  in  previous  years,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  size  of  the  target  was 
reduced  by  one-third,  and  the  standing  position  was  made  more  difficult  through  the  abolition  of  the 
hip  rest.  Despite  these  handicaps  Captain  Hinderer  and  his  men  made  a  creditable  showing.  Bill 
Horner  scored  high  in  all  meets  and  led  the  team  in  total  points. 

Meets  with  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  West  Virginia,  College  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
Ohio  State,  and  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  were  fired  from  four  positions  while  the  other 
schools  were  met  in  three  position  matches.

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Freshman  Football 


THE  Pitt  freshman  football  team  played  through  a  good  season  in  1927,  registering  three  victories, 
one  defeat,  and  a  tie,  and  several  promising  stars  were  discovered  in  their  ranks.    Bellefonte, 
Kiski,  West  Virginia  were  upset,  and  Penn  State  tied.    The  Carnegie  Tech  plebes  handed  Carl- 
son's men  their  only  black  mark,  while  the  game  with  Wash-Jeff  was  cancelled. 

Reversing  the  arrangement  of  their  schedule  of  last  year  the  freshmen  opened  up  with  a  well 
earned  victory  at  Bellefonte.  The  margin  of  12  to  7  was  not  as  decisive  as  last  season's  20  to  0  score 
but  as  this  game  was  the  opening  test  the  outcome  was  highly  satisfactory.  Scoring  twelve  points  in 
the  first  period  they  held  the  Greenburg  boys  scoreless  for  three  periods  until  they  finally  pushed  one 
over  in  the  last  quarter.    Hood,  yearling  fullback,  hammered  the  Bellefonte  line  for  big  gains. 

With  a  line  averaging  over  two-hundred  pounds,  the  Tech  Plebes  smeared  the  Cubs  13  to  0.  The 
first  half  saw  both  teams  battling  on  even  terms  with  no  scores.  Toward  the  end  of  the  second  quarter 
Walenchis,  of  the  Panthers,  started  his  teammates  on  a  steady  march  down  the  field  when  he  tore 
around  left  end  for  a  sensational  run  of  thirty  yards.  The  halftime  whistle  prevented  a  score.  In  the 
third  period  the  Tartan  crew  broke  the  deadlock  when  Karcis,  single-handed,  carried  the  oval  from 
mid-field  and  finally  succeeded  plunging  it  over  for  a  touchdown.  Rosensweig  caught  a  pass  behind 
the  Pitt  line  for  the  second  score  of  the  game.  A  final  passing  rally  with  Hood  on  the  tossing  end  was 
cut  short  by  the  ending  whistle. 

After  trimming  Kiski  at  Kiskiminetas  Springs  and  tying  Penn  State  preliminary  to  the  Nebraska 
game,  the  yearlings  took  on  West  Virginia  Cubs  in  their  final  game  as  a  Pitt  first  year  team.  The  game 
scheduled  with  Wash-Jeff  freshmen  was  cancelled  when  it  was  thought  that  the  preliminary  game 
would  loosen  the  field  too  much  for  the  varsity  encounter. 

In  their  last  game  of  the  year  at  Morgantown  the  Blue  and  Gold  yearlings  displayed  their  best 
form  to  get  a  13  to  2  decision.  A  safety  was  awarded  the  opposition  when  Ray,  Mountaineer  punter, 
stepped  out  of  bounds  behind  his  own  goal.  Walinchus  tallied  the  first  Panther  score  while  Crissinger 
picked  up  a  fumble  and  raced  88  yards  for  the  other  score  of  the  game.  Anderson  did  his  best  punting 
of  the  year  for  the  Pantherlings  in  this  game. 

The  performance  of  the  yearling  eleven  augurs  well  for  next  year's  varsity  combination.  Hood, 
Loehr,  Tully,  Lewis,  Venerosa,  Crissinger,  Walinchus,  Baker,  Wagner,  Milligan,  Fuge,  Williams, 
Carr,  Lemo,  Anderson,  Greenberger,  and  Jones  were  the  dependables  of  Carlson  who  will  be  available 
next  fall.

Freshman  Basketball 


UNDER  the  hand  of  George  Kowallis,  veteran  varsity  forward  of  last  year,  the  Pitt  yearling 
cagers  came  through  a  schedule  of  fifteen  games  with  a  dozen  victories  and  three  losses.  Ko- 
wallis in  his  first  year  of  coaching  experience  took  over  half-hundred  boys,  sifted  out  the 
effective  players,  and  with  these  fellows  hung  up  a  good  record  on  the  hardwoods. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  the  freshmen  opened  their  season  with  Schenley  High.  All  of 
the  regular  team  members  had  left  for  their  homes  to  spend  the  vacation  and  Coach  Kowallis  was 
forced  to  start  a  weak  lineup.  The  high  school  boys  emerged  victors  by  a  34  to  10  margin.  The  other 
two  defeats  of  the  season  were  administered  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  games  of  the  schedule.  West  Vir- 
ginia freshmen  copped  a  31  to  25  verdict  and  Kiski  drubbed  the  yearlings  50  to  34. 

High  spots  of  the  season  were  double  triumphs  over  Carnegie  Tech,  Penn  State,  Wash-Jeff, 
Braddock  High,  and  Johnstown  Junior  College. 

Although  there  were  no  outstanding  stars  on  this  smooth  functioning  first  year  aggregation,  the 
lineup  of  Captain  Ed  Baker  Butkiewicz,  at  center,  Eddie  Jacobs  and  Art  Krantz,  in  the  strongholds, 
and  Milt  Cohen  and  Phil  Aiello  at  forwards  saw  the  most  service  during  the  season.  Baker  played 
bang  up  ball  at  center,  getting  the  tip-off  in  practically  every  game.  Aiello  was  the  surest  shot  on  the 
team  while  Cohen  was  a  fast  floor  man.  The  guards  were  both  speedy  and  good  basket  cagers.  The 
accurate  passing  of  Jacobs  was  a  great  aid  in  working  the  ball  up  the  floor.  Al  Swanson  also  proved 
effective  at  a  guard  post.  Miller,  Goldenburg,  guards,  Stewart,  Sager,  forwards,  and  Anderson,  center, 
did  excellent  relief  work  in  the  majority  of  the  fifteen  contests.

THE  WOMEN'S  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION  which  sponsors  an  extensive  intra-mural  sports 
program  had  its  origin  in  the  Women's  Athletic  Council  started  in  1919  by  Margaret  McClen- 
ahan,  present  athletic  instructor,  and  Ethel  James,  a  former  member  of  the  varsity  basketball 
team.  From  a  meagre  athletic  schedule  of  varsity  and  freshman  basketball  in  1919  the  association  has 
expanded  its  program  until  it  now  sponsors  hockey,  basketball,  volleyball,  golf,  swimming,  archery, 
hiking,  baseball,  and  dancing. 

In  conjunction  with  these  intra-mural  sports  an  annual  Play  Day  has  been  developed  which  is 
held  in  May.  Several  hundred  girls  participated  in  this  event  last  year.  The  purpose  of  the  day  is  to 
provide  the  girls  with  a  more  desirable  type  of  athletic  competition  than  is  to  be  found  in  inter-col- 
legiate and  inter-school  competition.  It  brings  together  contestants  from  various  schools  and  enables 
them  to  compete  in  various  forms  of  games  and  sports.  The  stadium  is  utilized  for  the  play  events  and 
a  formal  banquet  is  held  at  the  Heinz  house  in  the  evening. 

A  complete  and  accurate  system  of  point  scoring  has  been  established  by  W.  A.  A.  to  recognize 
the  accomplishments  of  its  members.  To  the  W.  A.  A.  member  who  achieves  the  highest  number  of 
points  at  the  end  of  her  senior  year  a  W.  A.  A.  blazer  is  awarded.  Helen  J.  Lloyd  '26  and  Venus 
Shakarian,  '27,  have  been  awarded  the  W.  A.  A.  blazer.  The  W.  A.  A.  pin  award  is  given  to  all  other 
members  who  tally  the  necessary  300  points.  Members  of  the  all-Pitt  teams  of  the  various  sports  are 
awarded  insignae  at  the  end  of  each  sport  season. 

Although  hockey  is  one  of  the  youngest  intensive  sports  of  the  program  it  has  been  most  popular 
during  the  past  year.  Inter-class,  intra-school,  and  intra-department  teams  were  organized  and  the 
new  practice  field  back  of  the  stadium  was  the  scene  of  many  interesting  games.  Early  in  the  morning 
when  the  air  is  clear  and  crispy  the  teams  would  appear  on  the  field  in  their  striking  uniforms.  White 
combined  with  the  Seniors'  emerald  green,  the  Juniors'  hunting  orange,  the  Sophomores'  deep  red, 
and  Freshmens'  clear  blue  formed  a  beautiful  color  scheme.  The  season  ended  with  the  traditional 
hockey  breakfast  at  the  Heinz  House  in  honor  of  the  winning  team,  the  Freshmen.  Grace  O'Donnel 
managed  the  hockey  program. 

Archery,  an  honor  sport,  witnessed  its  second  year  as  a  W.  A.  A.  form  of  competition.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  season  Mr.  A.  H.  Jiles,  famous  archer,  demonstrated  the  proper  technique  of  archery 
to  members  of  W.  A.  A.    Lillian  Kirsch  completed  her  second  successful  year  as  manager  of  archery. 

Slippery  Rock,  Pennsylvania  College  for  Women,  Carnegie  Tech,  and  Pitt  competed  for  honors 
in  games  and  skills  at  the  annual  basketball  Sports  Day  held  in  Trees  gymnasium  March  4.  Slippery 
Rock  totaled  the  highest  number  of  points  with  Pitt  second,  P.  C.  W.  third,  and  Carnegie  Tech  fourth. 
A  banquet  was  held  in  the  evening  at  the  Heinz  house.  Dorothy  Koch  was  manager  of  basketball  for 
the  past  year. 

Under  the  direction  of  Gertrude  Kromer,  swimming  manager  for  the  past  two  years,  the  first 
W.  A.  A.  water  carnival  was  held  in  Trees  pool  March  14.  The  pool  was  attractively  decorated  for  the 
event  which  saw  keen  competition  in  all  the  races. 

Other  activities  on  the  sports  program  included  hiking,  roller-skating,  dancing,  golf,  and  tennis. 
Fanny  Mae  Charlesworth  was  in  charge  of  the  hiking  and  several  short  hikes  and  an  over-night  hike 
were  held.  Katharine  Young  efficiently  managed  dancing  and  taught  the  clogg,  fold,  and  aesthetic 
types  of  this  sport.  Francis  Amberson  was  tennis  manager.  The  clay  court  activity  was  popular  since 
new  courts  were  available  for  the  first  time.  Although  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  link  facilities  golf 
was  conducted  under  the  managership  of  Helen  Cashdollar.  Putting  was  the  only  branch  of  this 
sport  taught. 
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The  Allegheny  Observatory,  in  Riverview  Park,  Northside,  was  built  just  after  the 

turn  of  the  century  to  replace  the  older  buildinji  constructed  in  1866.    It  was  in  the 

Allegheny  Observatory  that  Professor  Samuel  P.  Langley,  its  first  director,  made  his 

discoveries  in  solar  physics  and  began  his  experiments  in  aerodynamics.

ZETA  TAU  ALPHA  was  founded  at  Farmville,  Virginia,  in  1898.  Chapters  were  readily  organ- 
ized throughout  the  south,  but  not  until  February,  1912,  when  a  charter  was  granted  at  Boston 
University,  were  there  any  northern  ZETAS.  There  are  now  fifty-six  chapters  with  a  combined 
membership  of  over  five  thousand.  Alumnae  chapters  are  being  organized  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Canada. 

CHI  chapter  was  installed  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  on  November  5,  1915,  taking  over  the 
membership  of  the  C.  I.  C.  Club.  It  was  the  first  woman's  national  fraternity  on  the  campus.  The 
honor  ring  of  ZETA  TAU  ALPHA  is  given  every  year  by  the  Pittsburgh  Alumnae  Chapter  to  the 
junior  or  senior  most  outstanding  in  scholarship,  activities  and  service  to  CHI  chapter. 
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Honorary  and  Professional  Fraternities 


To  DRAW  a  dividing  line  between  a  professional  and  an  honorary  fraternity  is  almost  impossible. 
The  general  basis  of  classification  in  the  Owl  is  that  given  in  Ba/rd's  Manual,  a  professional 
fraternity  being  considered  one  that  limits  its  membership  to  students  in  some  particular  pro- 
fessional school,  whether  that  school  be  strictly  a  post-graduate  one,  or  one  semi-undergraduate  in 
character. 

To  hold  strictly  to  this  rule  made  it  necessary  to  shift  some  fraternities,  commonly  accepted  as 
honorary,  into  the  professional  field.  For  example.  Beta  Gamma  Sigma  and  P/  Lambda  Theta,  although 
they  call  themselves  honorary,  are  listed  as  professional.  Beta  Gamina  Sigma  is  open  only  to  students 
in  the  School  of  Business  Administration;  and  Bi  Lambda  Theta,  although  listed  in  Baird's  Ma?u/ai  as 
honorary,  is  included  in  the  Owl  as  a  professional  fraternity,  since  it  limits  its  membership  to  women 
in  the  School  of  Education,  and  does  not  draw  from  the  whole  University.  Similarly  the  Chiron  Club 
is  listed  as  a  professional  fraternity,  since  only  Pre-Medical  students  are  eligible  to  it.  Sigma  Delta 
Chi  is  placed  under  the  professional  heading  for  much  the  same  reason,  its  members  supposedly  having 

a  professional  interest  in  journalism  as  a  career. 


ALL  fraternities,  not  otherwise  classified  as  social  or  professional,  are  included  under  the  heading 
of  honorary  fraternities.  They  comprise  a  diverse  group  of  organizations,  alike  in  that  member- 
ship in  each  of  them  is  awarded  on  the  basis  of  ability  shown  in  some  particular  field  of  activity. 
Delta  Sigma  Kho,  for  debating,  and  the  Undergraduate  Cap  and  Goivn  Club,  for  success  in  Cap  and  Gown 
productions,  are  illustrative  of  this  class. 

Whereas  professional  fraternities  recruit  their  members  from  particular  schools,  honorary  fra- 
ternities draw  from  the  whole  University.  Membership  in  any  one  of  them  is  a  recognition  of  ability, 
a  reward  for  achievement.

Society,  but  this  was  later  changed  to  "EUMATHEIA",  whose  derivation  is  from  the  Greek,  meaning 
literally,  "good  at  learning".

BETA  CHAPTER 


ON  MARCH  14,  1921,  the  honorary  historical  fraternity  of  PHI  ALPHA  THETA  was  organized 
at  the  University  of  Arkansas,  Fayetteville,  Arkansas,  by  Dr.  N.  A.  N.  Cleven  and  two  of  his 
colleagues  on  the  faculty  of  that  school,  for  the  primary  purpose  of  recognizing  excellence  in 
the  study  of  history.  Dr.  Cleven,  on  his  accession  to  the  History  Department  at  Pitt  brought  the  idea 
here,  and  the  BETA  chapter  was  installed  on  May  14,  1922.  At  the  present  time  it  is  largely  a  graduate 
student  organization. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  to  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  BETA  chapter  an  undergraduate  must 
have  at  least  eighteen  semester  hours  of  history  with  an  average  grade  of  at  least  "B"  in  them;  must 
not  have  any  grade  in  any  subject  below  a  "C";  must  have  shown  a  reasonable  interest  in  student 
activities.  The  requirements  for  a  graduate  student  are  much  the  same.  To  be  eligible,  a  graduate 
student  must  have  been  in  residence  for  one  year;  must  have  received  at  least  twelve  semester  credits 
of  graduate  standing  of  which  a  minimum  of  fifty  percent  must  be  "A",  forty  percent  "B",  and  ten 
percent  "C";  and  must  have  shown  a  reasonable  interest  in  student  activities. 

BETA  chapter  will  play  host  to  the  national  convention  of  PHI  ALPHA  THETA  on  May  11, 
and  12  of  this  year,  at  which  time  Founders'  Day  will  also  be  celebrated.  Professor  J.  W.  Oliver, 
head  of  the  Pitt  department  of  History,  is  to  deliver  the  annual  address  at  the  convention.

Johnstown  Junior  College 


THE  JOHNSTOWN  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  is  a  response  to  the 
idea  of  taking  education  to  the  people  rather  than  bringing  the  people  to  education.    After  an 
intensive   survey   of  various   population   districts   in   Western   Pennsylvania,    the   University 
decided  to  open  its  first  Junior  College  in  the  city  of  Johnstown,  Pennsylvania,  in  the  fall  of  1927. 

As  a  result  of  a  joint  agreement  between  the  University  and  the  School  District  of  the  City  of 
Johnstown,  the  School  District  furnishes  the  space  and  equipment  for  the  Junior  College,  while  the 
University  provides  the  teaching  staff  and  the  administrative  supervision.  The  Junior  College  is 
located  in  the  splendid  new  Central  Senior  High  School  building  at  Johnstown,  and  includes  eight 
classrooms,  four  laboratories,  two  offices,  a  girls'  clubroom,  and  stock  and  storage  rooms.  In  addition, 
the  two  large  gymnasiums  and  the  two  auditoriums  of  the  High  School  are  given  over  to  the  use  of  the 
College  when  needed.  The  College  operates  under  the  supervision  of  the  Extension  Division  of  the 
University  and  is  under  the  personal  direction  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Shockley,  head  of  the  Extension  Division, 
and  Dr.  F.  C.  Crawford,  head  of  the  Junior  College. 

In  its  first  year  of  existence,  the  Junior  College  had  one  hundred  fifty-three  regularly  enrolled 
students,  in  the  different  undergraduate  schools.  The  students  have  already  organized  a  Class  Cabinet, 
a  Student  Council,  a  Women's  Self-Government  Association,  the  College  Players,  an  Orchestra,  a 
Basketball  team,  and  a  Pre-Medical  club.
